HAPPY HARLAN AGAIN 


Happy Harlan seems to be at it again —.Congressman Har- 
lan Hagen, that is, what with his name coming up in connection 
with the trial of Billy Sol Estes, a big Texas boy who is telling in 
court about certain of his questionable activities with other folks’ 
money. 


Seems that Harlan took $218.76 from Mr. Estes to pay for 
printing 25,000 copies of a speech that Harlan had read into the 
congressional record so that the speech could be mailed out 
through the use of Harlan’s franking privilege. 

(In case you don't know about franking, that is the process 
through which federal legislators mail postage-free material to 
their constituents; postage-free means that taxpayers foot the 
postage bill.) 


Now Harlan says he didn't agree with parts of the talk in 
the first place; he was reluctant to read it into the record; he 
says he is really just an innocent bystander. But he did read it 
into the record so that it could qualify for franked mailing. 


Of course Harlan is an expert at the franking business. A 
few weeks ago he put ‘out a mass mailing in his congressional dis- 
trict that covers Kern, Tulare and Kings counties; the mailing was 
in the form of a survey on answers to pertinent questions facing 
the nation. And the printing of the survey form, so it was stat- 
ed, was not at government expense. 


But in an election year it is pretty nice to be able to put 
your name in virtually every home in your congressional district, 
and have the government pick up the tab for a few thousand 
dollars worth of postage. 


And Harlan is not exactly a stranger to the lav. Remember 
a few years back when he got involved with a goodly supply of 
liquor, was picked up in Fresno for being drunk, then beat the 
rap by using congressional immunity and taking off for Wash- 
ington? 

So we're not surprised at Harlan being an innocent bystand- 
er in the Estes case. We just regret that he has to be our con- 
gressman.

Backed By mM

Baseball must speed up. 
Everyone is beginning to real- 
ize it, President Dewey Soria- 
no of the Pacific Coast league 
as a first- step announces 
strict enforcement this season 
of the 20 second rule 
for pitchers with no one on, 
base, and Portland will install © 
an outfield time clock so fans 
can help the umpire count. 
However, that’s only a 
first step; the ruie can’t be 
applied with men on because 
a pitcher must be free to 
throw to bases if he wishes, 
and it probably won't be often 
that one with bases empty 
takes more than 20 seconds:

The 
principal argument for it is 
that we must act now to buy 
the land cheaply for our rap- 
idly growing recreational 
needs.. The main argument 
against it is that it would de- 
prive the very counties in 
which more lands would be 
bought of tax revenues neces- 
sary for their efficient opera- 
tion.
